Tho cycii of tlio 
civilized world aro directed towards 
the commercial rovohuioii that is go'- 
ing on in America throui^'h the exer- 
tions of compaiiids of ciipitaiislH who 
are propariii{» to epau tho continent 
with " bands of iron and hook's of 
Bteol " and divert a groat part of tho 
traffic of China and Japan from tho 
Old to tho Now World.

Several lines of 
railroad aro projected tlirou<rh 
American territory, but only two 
appear to havo aasumod a dogroo of 
tangibility that ontitlo tbem to public 
oonfidenoo. Upon the Central Lino, 
whioh runs across ^b'o Plains via Salt 
Jjake .and Nevada, aotivo operations 
are in progress, and tho road, in less 
than ono year and a half; will, in all 
human probability, bo completed. A 
liberal subsidy has boon granted it by 
the American Qovornmont ; butiotbo 
opinion of many . it can novov prove 
proStablo, booanse for buodrods of 
miles the coanlry through which it 
passes is destitute of fael, and this 
doslitutlon necessitatj.s the hauliurr of 
wood to different slationa on tho lino 
from romolo Buctions at groat, and as 
tbo meagre supply ol luul near tlio lino 
of road becomes exhausted, iuercas- 
ing expODBO.

A man nnmi-d Sanfly has refilled 
with his wife and one child, at O.iklund I'oint 
Alameda county, and followed tho business 
cl raiaing and i-clling atoek. J. ast evening he 
and his wife went to a neighbor's house on a 
vi it anil left tho child at homo with a 
(Jhineau Oirvant. Abi.ut U o'clnek they 
returni!d and fniiiid everything about the 
hunte a; patently an they h 't it, and retired. 
About one o'elook thiu morning four men 
entered ihe house, a'.tacking Sanlly tnd wifo 
io their bed. Ttiey used a hatchet, or otic'' 
dull weapon, or a bloody mutdor would havo 
been iustuntly accomplished. Tho blows 
were aimed with savage fury at tbe heads and 
laces of the victims, iidlicting some horrible 
and ghastly wounds, which may yet prove 
latal.

LIjws, was liaroly able to cry for help. Tho 
Chinaman than sprang out of bed and ran 
into the room wbeo the four aasaesina fled in 



haste, leaving Mr Sanlly unooosnious, and 
his wife writhing in agony. The Chinaman 
did not ran at oooe to alarm tho neighbors, 
but took such means aa he could to staunch 
tbe wounds of Mr and Mrs Sanfly. At four 
o'clock ho lefl thu houso nnd called on neigh- 
bors for help Puoplo hastened to the hniipe 
and found Mr Sanlly and his wifo in tho bed 
in a helpless condition, the former still uri- 
conseioui', but Mrs Sanfly was able lo spe»k 
nnd give eonio particulars of tbe horrible 
affair. She deaoribea for white man, and 
aays the blows were inflloted with aii axe or 
hatchet. The tragedy oroaled Intense excite- 
ment in Ookland and vioinUy, and the police 
and oitizsna are making every effort to get on 
tbe track of the perpetratura. A few days 
since Mr SanQy was paid a considerable sura 
of money, and this fact may havo tempted 
the robbers to Ibeir bloody work.

On Tuesday last, great excitement was 

i-reated ia New York by tho departure for 
F.uropo of tho " Nonpareil," a life savin;; 
ratt invented and paiuuted by a -Mr flurry. 
The World of the 5ih, thus describes this 
singular construction : " Tbe raft consists of 
three 2G-incb cylinders 25 feet lung, each 
having a double rubber casing, forming a 
thickness of three-eights of an inch, ovar 
'.vtiioh a heavy canvas duck casing is tiuhily 
corded, to lake tlio exiiauativo strain. These 
are eoniiectod liy canvas webs and outer 
webs strotciiin;; Ihe whole to a light woodeu 
frame hormouniing the wholci Tiia cylinders 
are inllated by means of two bellows, dupli- 
cates being carried in case of accident. 
Upon the planking of the frame work are 
hteps for tsvo iiia=!g, Fohooner-ri^god, with 
two shore masts. .She carries live sails, a 
jib, log-'ail, log-jjair topsail, maio-aail and 
main-jrHtl-iupstil, has a centre-board Btar< 
board aft, and another to the laiboard I'or'ard, 
She carries au iron rudder, permanently iron- 
riir;;ud astern. She has what mij.itit lie 
termed a poop locker (in appearniioc) u little 
for'ard arid to starboard of tho cuiitro (to 
c!ear ihi) centre board), fourteen iuchea high, 
lour feet wido by six long. This is the only 
place fi r stowing away iiiul for berths. It is 
protecled by a rubber blanket, with trou;];h8 
ai.d lubes fur catching fresli water. She 
carries two compasses, two quadrants, ocean 
and I'^nglish Ohannel chorts, oil-s;ono, si.\ 
rubl'cr watertanks cf seven gallon.s, and ti.\ 
of le'i [;al;oiiii each ; ueven ours, and canned 
provisions, crackers, hams, fluids, &e., for 
forty doys.
